Whereas, ſecondly, 
eftabliſh the Laa; both by ſhewing its full Ex 
Spiritual Meaning : And by 
Way, whereby the R Righteauſueſs of the La? 
filled in them. 
CuR IST alone, uſe all on Ordina inces which! de hath 
appointed, do all the Good nt which he had before

But does nut preaching this Faith lead Men into 
Pride? We anſwer, Accidentally it may. 1 herefore 
ought every Believer to be earneſtly cautioned, (in the 
Words of the Great Apoſtle) Becauſe of Unhel lief, the 
firſt Branches were br A 0 off and thau ftandeſt by ; RR 
Be not high-minded, but fear, If GOD ſpared nt the 
natural Branches, take heed lejl he ſpare not Thee.

So far were 
they from deſerving Faith ; which therefore, whenever 
given, is not of J/orzs. Neither is Salvation of the 
Works we do when we believe. For it zs then GOD 
that wworketh in us. And t! ;crefore, that he giveth us A 
Reward for what he himſelf w orketh, only commendeth 
the Riches of his Mercy, but leaveth us nothing whereof 
to glory 

4. However, may not the ſp eaking thus of the Mer- 

cy of God, as ſaving or 15 fying fre cely by Faith on- 
ly, encourage Men in Sin! F 1 850 it may and will; 
mary avi Continue in Sin that Grace way abound, But 
their Blood is upon their own Head. The Goodneſs of 
Gon cught to lead them to Repentance; and ſo it 

vill thote who are ſincere of Heart. When they know 
there 13 yet Forgiveneſs with him, they will cry aloud 
that he would blot out their Sins alſo, through Faith 
which is in ESV. And if they earneſtly cry, and 
faint not, if they ſeek him in all the Means he hath ap- 
pointed, if they refuſe to be comforted till he come, he 
cell come and aui not tarry. And he can do much 
Work in a ſhort Time. Many are the Examples in the 
Acts of the Apoltles, of Gop's ſhedding abroad this

zu; and to our GOD, for he will abundantly pardon.

from Heaven, So inthe ſame Hour that Pau/ and 6/4. 
began to preach, the Jailor reperted, believed, and wa;

firlt Preaching. And bleſſed be Gop, there are now 
many living Proofs, that he is ſtill mighty ts jaw? 

5. Yet to the ſame Truth, placed in another View, 
a quite contrary Objection is made : © If a Man cannot 
* be ſaved by all that he can do, this will drive Men 
** to Deſpair.” rue, to deſpair of being ſaved by their 
own Works, their ow n Merits or Righteouſneſs. And 
ſo it ought ; for none can truſt in the Merits of 8 768 
till he has utterly renounced his own, He that goeth a- 
bout to eſtabliſh his ou Riphteauſneſs, cannot receive tl.e 
Rightcouſaels of Gop. The Rightec 
Faith cannot be given him, while bs truſteth in th 
which is of the Law. 

6. But this, it is ſaid, is an uncomfortable Docu ine. 
The Devil ſpoke like himſelf, that is, without either 
Truth or Shame, when he dared to ſuggeſt to Men that 
it is ſuch. *Tis the only comfortab e one, ; 
full of Comfort, to all ſelf-deitroy'd, felf-condemn'd Sin- 
ners, Thi 1t au haſee ver believeth on him ſpall not bs a- 
ſhamed : That the. ſame Lord over all, is rich unto all 
that call upon him: Here is Comfort, high as Heaven, 
ſtronger than Death ! What! Mercy tor all ? For 
Zaccheus, a Publick Robber ? For Mary Magdalen, a 
Common Harlot ? Methinks I hear one fay, Then I, 
even I, may hope for Mercy ! And ſo thou mayit, 
thou afflicted one, whom none hath comforted! Gop 
will not caſt out thy Prayer, Nay, perhaps he may 
ſay the next Hour, Be of good Cheer, thy Sins are for- 
given thee; io forgiven that they ſhall reign over thee 
no more; yea, and that the Holy Spirit ſhall bear wit- 
neſs with thy Spirit, that thou art a Ch: Id of GOD. O 
olad Tidings! Tidings of great Joy „Which are ſent 
unto all People. Ho, every one that OP: come ye 
to the Waters : Come ye and buy without Moncy, and 
ewithout Price. Whatſoever your Sins be, though rea, 
like Crimſom, though more than the Hairs of your Head : 
Return ye unto the Lord, and he will have Mercy upon 
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-, When no more Objections occure, then we are 
imply told, That Juſtification by Faith only, ought not 
to be preached as the firſt Doctrine, or at leaſt not to 
be preached to All. But what faith the Holy Ghoſt ? 
Other Foundation can no Man lay, than that which is 
laid, even FESUS C HRIST. So then, That whoſaever 
belieweth en him fhall be ſaved, is and mult be the 
Foundation of all our Preaching ; that is, muſt be 
preached ſirſt. Well, but not to all.” To whom then 
are we not to preach it * Whom ſhall we except ? The 
Poor ? Nay, they have a peculiar Right to have the 
Goſpel preached unto them. The LUnlearned? No. 
Gop hath revealed theſe 'Things unto unlearned and ig- 
norant Men from the Beginning. The Young ? By 
no means. Safer theſe in any vile, to come unfo 
CnRIsT, and forbid them not. The Sinners? Leaſt of 
nil. He came not to call the Righteous, but Sinners to Re- 
pentance, Why then, if any, we are to except the Rich, 
the Learned, the Reputable, the Moral Men. And 
tis true, they too often except themſelves from hearing; 
ye: we mult ſpeak the Words of our Lord, For thus 
the Tenor of our Commiſſion runs, Go and preach the 
Cel ta every Creature. If any Man wrelt it or any 
Part of it to his Deſtruction, he mult bear his own Bur- 
den. But flill, as the Lord [iveth, whatever the 
Lord faith unto us, That awe cuill ſpear. 

8. At this Time more eſpecially will we ſpeak, That 
by Grace ye are ſaved thre) Faith : Becauſe never was the 
miaintaming this Poctrine more ſeaſonable than it is at 
this Day. Nothing but this can cftectual:y prevent the 
Increaſe of the Namib Deluſion among us. Tis end- 
leſs to adtack one by one, all the Errors of that Apoſtate 
Church. But Salvation by Faith ſtrikes at the Root, 
and all fall at once where this is eſtabliſhed. It was this 
Doctrine (which our Church juſtly calls % ffrong Rock 
au Foundation of the Chriſiian Religion ) that firit drove 
Popery out of theſe Kingdoms, and 'tis this alone can 
keep it out. Nothing but this can give a Check to that 
Imniorality, which hatii over/pread our Land as a Flood. 
Can you empty the great Deep, Drop by Drop? Then 
you may retorm us, by Diſſuauves from particular Vices. 
But let the Righteouſneſs which is of GOD by Faith be 
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brought in, and ſo ſhall its proud Waves be ſtay'd. No- 
thing but this can ſtop the Mouths of thoſe who glory in 
their Shame, and openly deny the Lord that bought them. 
They can talk as ſublimely of the Law, as he that hath 
it written by Goo in his Heart. Io hear them ſpeak on 
this Head, might incline one to think, they were not far 
from the Kingdom of Go p. But take them out of the Law 
into the G oſpel begin with the Rightebuſneſs of Faith,avith 
CHRIST, the End of the Law to every one that leliewetb: 
And thoſe who but now appeared almoſt, if not altoge- 
ther Chriſtians, ſtand confeſt the Sons of Perdition ; as tar 
from Lite and Salvation (Gop be mercitul unto them !) as 
the Depth of Hell from the Heighth of Heaven. 

9. For this Reaſon the Adveriary fo 1ages, whenever 
Salvation by Faith is declared to the World. For this 
Reaſon did he ſtir up Earth and Hell, to deſtroy thoſe 
who firſt preached it. And for the ſame Reaſon, know- 
ing that Faith alone could overturn the Foundations of 
his Kingdom, did ne call forth all his Force, and em- 
ploy all nis Arts of Lies and Calumny, to affright that 
glorious Champion of the Lord of Hoit:, Martin Luther, 
from reviving it. Nor can we wonder thereat. For 
as that Man of Gop obſerves. H would it inrage a 
proud frreng Man a1: 2 4 to be ft opt end jet 144 nought by 
a little Child, comins againſt him avith a Reed in his 
Hand? Eſpecially, when he knew that little Child 
would ſurely overthrow im, and tread him under Foot. 
Even fo, Lord JESU Thus hath thy Strength been 
ever made pes fecit in Weakneſs Go forth then, thou little 
Child, that believeit in him, and his ri2ht Hand jrall teach 
thee terrible Things! Though thou art helpleſs and weak 
as an Infant of Days, the itrong Man ſhall not be able to 
ſtand before thee. 'T'hou ſhalt prevail over him, and ſubdue 
him, and overthrow him, and tramplc him under thy Feet.
